Little is said of personal character, position in life, business pnrsnits, etc, as, in reference 
to a majority of persons, the necessary reliable inf cnmation for such purposes could not readily 
be procured.

GsoBGB Clark's descendants are traced in a direct line only through his son Gborob^ his 
grandson Geobgb, and great-grandson Hezekiah. Then follows a full family record of Pbcr 
Clask (youngest son of Hezekiah), his children, grandchildren, etc., and their intermarriages 
Some account is giyen of the family of Aabox Clabk (son of said Hezekiah) and of his son 
Aabon Clabk, Jr. 

Daioel Keixogo's record does little more than to show the direct line of descent throng 
his son Samuel and his grandson Efenetts, Sr. ; but giyes a full record of his great-grandson 
Jambs Kellogg, Sr., and his descendants. 

Edwasd Nash and descendants are given only through his son John, Sr., grandson John, 
Jr., great-grandson Ebwabd, and his great-great-grand-daughter Ltdia, who married Jambs 
Kellogg, St., Norember 4, 1779, at Norwalk, Connecticut, where the Nash £unily record 
doses. ' 
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GEORGE CIARK AND DESCENDANTS. 



The following genealogical sketches of George Clark, the planter, and his descendants 
were compiled from sundry published volumes of family records and from the church records 
of Milf ord and the Probate records at New Haven, Connecticut : 

* 

. 1. George Clark, the planter, with his wife Sarah and two children, emi- 
grated from England to America in the year A. D. 1637, in company with Rev. 
John Davenport and his congregation (from Kent and Surrey, near London,) to- 
gether with several other parties^ of wealth and respectability — the whole form- 
ing a considerable colony of persons, who, early in the year 1637, left England 
to escape persecution on account of their religious belief, and to take up their 
abode in the New World. They landed at Boston, in Massachusetts, where they 
remained about one year; but for several reasons Mr.- Davenport, Rev. Mr. 
Prudden, and their companions, decided to leave Boston and make their perma- 
nent settlement at New Haven, Connecticut, then known by the Indian name of 
Quinnipiack. They sailed from Boston, March 30, 1638, and reached Q.uinni- 
piack in about two weeks. Mr. Davenport preached his first sermon there on 
the 18th 'Of April, 1638. 

In the year 1639, a part of Mr. Davenport's congregation, including George 
Clark (1), Peter Prudden, and several other persons, removed from New Haven 
and settled at Milford, then known by its Indian name of Wopowage, it being 
about ten miles westerly from New Haven. They organized a church at Milford 
on the 2d day of August, 1639, with Rev. Peter Prudden for their minister, and 
on the same day the church at New Haven was organized, with Mr. Davenport 
as minister. ^ 

George Clark (1) continued to reside at Milford during the remainder of his 
life. He was a "free planter" and a man of considerable property and influ- 
ence, being much respected in the church and in the community. He was many 
times a Deputy or Representative from Milford to the General Court* of New 
Haven and Connecticut, the two Colonies being separate and distinct until 
their union on the 11th of May, 1665, under the name of Connecticut. 

He died in August, 1690, at about eighty years of age, "leaving a good es- 
tate, as appears by his will, dated April 26, 1689," and recorded in the Probate 
records at New Haven. 

The death of his wife Sarah occurred July 19, 1689. They had nine children, 
as follows:

3. Thomas, born in England. He married Hannah Gilbert, of New Haven, 

Connecticut, May 20, 1663.

George Clark 2d, (6), the third son of George Clark (1), the planter, was 
bom at Milford, New Haven County, Connecticut. The church records of Mil- 
ford show that he was baptized on the 30th of April, 1648, making it probable 
that his birth occurred early in the same year. Little is known of his youth and 
early manhood ; but the town and church records of Milford show that he was a 
Deacon in the church there, and that he was many times a Deputy or Represent- 
ative from Milford to the Greneral Court of Connecticut. He resided in Milford 
until his death, which occurred in the year 1734, at the advanced age of eighty- 
six years, much esteemed and respected. The day on which he died is not given, 
but his will, dated April 24, 1734, and recorded in the Probate records of New 
Haven, states that his death was expected within a few days from that time. 

The name of his wife was Abigail, by whom he had four children, as follows :

George Clark 3d, (14) , the youngest son of George Clark 2d, (6) , was born at j 

Milford, Connecticut, in the year 1686. The day of his birth is not known ; but 
the church records of Milford state that he was baptized September 26, 1686, 
making it more than probable that he was born in that year. Although it is not 
now known (in 1876) when his marriage took place, it appears probable that it 
occurred about the year 1722. His wife's name was Mary. After his marriage, 
he continued to reside at Milford until his death, in the year 1762, at about 
seventy-six years of age. It appears by his will, dated at Milford, in August, 
1762, and recorded in the Probate records of New Haven, that he was suffering 
under a severe sickness at that time, and his death expected within a few days. 
Hezekiah (15) and Job (16) his two oldest sons, were executors of his estate 
under the will. His will contains the following item : 

" I give to the church of which I am a member, and Mr. Prudden* the minister, a silver 
tankard, costing not less than twelve pounds (sterling), to be given by my son Job out of his 
portion." 

He had six children, three sons and three daughters, as follows :

Two of his daughters married men named Smith, and the other married a 
Mr. Peck. 



*The records of Milford show that the fnll name of the aforeaaid *' Mr. Prudden" was Bev. 
Job Prudden, and that he was the first settled minister of the second church in Milford, and was the 
kzeat-grandson of Bev. Peter Prudden, the £rst minister in that town. 
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HEZEKIAH CLARK (15) AND DESCENDANTS. 

Hezgkiah Clark (15), the first son of George Clark 3d, (14), was born at Mil- 
ford, Connecticut, in the year 1723. The church records of Milford show that 
he 'vyas baptized there September 1, 1723. He was married, about the year 1746, 
to Mary Peck, of Bethany, New Haven County, Connecticut. He purchased 
a farm in Bethany and lived there after his marriage until 1776. In that year he 
entered the Revolutionary Army, where he was attacked with malignant dysen- 
tery, of which he died the same year, aged fifty-three years. His remains were 
afterwards buried in the cemetery at Bethany. 

He had thirteen children, as follows:

Born December 3, 1747, at Bethany; was married to James Wheeler; lived 
at Watertown, Connecticut, and died at about eighty years of age. 

22. Hezekiah, 

Born August 13, 1749, at Bethany, and died at Montague, Massachusetts, 
at about seventy years of age.

23. Moses, 

Born May 23, 1751, at Bethany; married Abigail Johnson; lived at Derby, 
Connecticut, and died at about seventy years of age. 

24. Marsy, 

Born January 14, 1753; married Timothy White, of New Haven, and died 
there, April 12, 1838, aged eighty-five years three months. Her husband, 
Timothy White, died May 81, 1805, aged fifty-six years. 

25. Abigail, 

Born January 12, 1755; married Timothy Hitchcock, and died at Bethany, 
September 19, 1854, at the great age of ninetj^-nine. years eight months and 
seven days. Her husband died August 6, 1820, at about seventy-two years 
pf age. 

26. Abiah, 

Born December 19, 1756, at Bethany. She was married to Abner Smith, 
and died at Woodbridge, Connecticut, or at Sackett's Harbor, New York, 
aged about eighty years. 

27. Aaron, 

Born September 30, 1758, at Bethany. He married Elizabeth Fowler, of 
Orange, Connecticut, and resided at Bethany until the spring of 1809, when 
he removed to Orange, where he died May 7, 1848. 

28. Bethiah, 

Born April 17, 1760, at Bethany. She married Zephaniah Tucker, and 
died at Derby, Connecticut, July 11, 1846, about eighty-six years of age. 
Her husband, Zephaniah Tucker, died September 15, 1848. Little is now 
known of this family. 

29. Elizabeth, 

Bom May 9, 1762; married Isaac Hotchkiss; lived at Bethany, and died 
there January 6, 1859, aged ninety-six years and eight months. Her hus- 
band died May 11, 1828, aged seventy years. 

30. Martha, 

Bom April 14, 1764, at Bethany. She was married, about the year 1783, 
to Levi Johnson, by whom she had two children, viz.: 30a Laura and 
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806 Rebecca. Laura was bom May 6, 1784; she married, in October, 
1804, Samuel Garnsey, and died May 6, 1810, aged twenty-six years. 
Rebecca was born June 15, 1786; was married to Marcus Lyman Beecher, 
and died November 15, 1812, aged twenty-six years and five months. 

Martha (Clark) Johnson (30) 
Was married, the second time, in February, 1795, to James Kellogg (527), 
being his second wife, by whom she had six children. [See family record 
of James Kellogg (527).] 

31. Joseph, 

Born October 80, 1767, at Bethany. He married Hannah Hardyear; 
removed to Onondaga, New York, and died there, aged about thirty-six 
years. His widow was living at Onondaga in the year 1818. 

82. Rebecca, 

Born July 17, 1769, at Bethany. She was married to Daniel Steele, and 
died at Water bury, Connecticut, about thirty years of age. 

88. Peck, 

Born December 14, 1771, at Bethany. He was married, October 19, 1795, 
to Mabel Bradley, of Woodbridge, Connecticut, and was married, the 
second time. May 12, 1805, to Polly Kellogg (552), daughter of James 
Kellogg (527) , then of Northfield, Connecticut. 

After the death of Hezekiah Clark (15) in 1776, his widow married William 
Kenney; but nothing subsequent to that event is known of her. 

AARON CLARK (27) AND DESCENDANTS. 

Aaron Clark (27), the third son of Hezekiah Clark (15), was born at 
Bethany, New Haven County, Connecticut, September 30, 1758. He married 
Elizabeth Fowler, of Orange, and continued to reside at Bethany until the 
spring of 1809, when he removed to Orange, in said county, where he died May 
7, 1848, aged eighty-nine years seven months and seven days. His wife Eliza- 
beth died May 11, 1862, at the advanced age of ninety-seven years and three 
months. 

They had six children, as follows:

Born May 31, 1787, at Bethany, Connecticut. He married Alma Downs in 
the year 1808, and resided in Bethany until May, 1818, when he removed 
his family to the Township of Conneaut (then Salem), Ashtabula County, 
Ohio, where he purchased and cultivated a farm until his death, which 
occurred on July 9, 1876, at the age of eight-nine years. His wife Alma 
died there April 17, 1850, at sixty years of age. They raised a numerous 
family of children.

Clark (15), was born November 10, 1796, at Bethany, Connecticut. He married 
Lovisa Merrick early in the year 1819, and afterward lived at Orange, Connecti- 
cut. He was living at Orange in May, 1876. His wife, Lovisa, died there Jan- 
uary 6, 1873, aged seventy-eight years.

Peck Clark (33), after his marriage, October 19, 1795, to Mabel Bradley, 
lived in Woodbridge until about the year 1800, when he removed to Burlington, 
Hartford County, Connecticut, where his wife died, February 9, 1805, aged 
twenty-seven years. He was married, the second time. May 12, 1805, to Polly 
Kellogg (552), daughter of Janes Kellogg, Sr. (527); and, in 1806, removed 
to Northfield, Litchfield County, Connecticut, where he resided twelve years. 
In May, 18 J8, he removed his family to Conneaut (then Salem), in Ashtabula 
County, Ohio, where he lived until his death, on the 2d of August, 1854, aged 
eighty-two years seven months and eighteen days. He was a devout member of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. After his death his widow lived with her 
children at Cleveland, Ohio, and died October 7, 1863, aged eighty years nine 
months and nine days. The remains of both were interred in the Cemetery on 
the South Ridge, in Conneaut, Ohio.

James Kellogg, Sr. (527), was a practical farmer and engaged in other busi- 
ness from time to time. He raised a family of fourteea children, most of whom 
had, in their turn, large families of their own. His sons James (551), Elijah 
(553), Rufus (554), Edward (556), and Frederick (657), lived at home until 
about twenty-one years of age, with limited opportunities for acquiring an edu- 
cation, but, possessing remarkable endowments of mind, fitting them for busi- 
ness pursuits, they engaged in merchandising. 

James (551), the oldest, when about twenty-five years of age, began selling 
dry goods and other articles of trade from a peddler's wagon to retail merchants 
and others, in the States of New Jersey, Central Pennsylvania, and Northern 
Virginia. His stock was purchased in New York and Philadelphia, mostly in 
the former city. He made regular trips to the retail dealers on certain routes 
of travel and supplied them with such articles as they needed. 

After James (551) had had two or three years of successful trade, his brother 
Elijah (553), followed his example, and then followed Rufus (554), Edward 
(556), and Frederick (557), at intervals of from one to three years. 

These five sons all married and removed from Northfield, Connecticut, to the
